The 1950 school budget, dis-

Object To Poles

A large delegation from Canter-

Legislators Miss, 
Named Alternates 


The Massachusetts Federation 
of Taxpeyers has issued a state- 
ment showing the number of times 
legislators missed roll calls dur- 
ing the year, 


According to Norman MacDon- 
ald, executive director of the 
Federation, roll call votes were 
taken 177 times in the house and 
on 209 matters in the senate. 

The attendance lists prepared 
by the federation showed that 
Democrats had better attendance 
records than Republicans. 

MacDonald emphasized that his 
figures allowed for all the absences 
by members while traveling on 
legislative business as reported in 
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the official journals of the senate 
and house of representatives. 

He stated that while no provi- 
sion is made for listing members 
absent because of illness, such ab- 
sences are relatively few and are 
known to account for “no more 
than a tiny fraction of the total 
number of absences.’”’ 

He also said that members can- 
not use attendance at committee 
hearings as an excuse for being 
absent from roll calls as ‘‘when the 
roll is called every such hearing

When the anti-trust lawyers from Washington filed their 
suit against A&P, we told the American people, our cus- 
tomers, our suppliers and our employees how this attack 
would affect them.

New honors have come to Punchard High school’s all-girl 
band which each year is gaining wider recognition for its 
excellence among the schools of New England.

B. U.—St. Bonaventure football game with 22 other school 
bands from Massachusetts, Maine, Vermont and Rhode Island, 
the attractive blue and gold clad misses made such an excellent 
impression by their conduct as well as their playing and 
marching, that they were the center of considerable attraction.

selected to have their pictures taken alone as a feature of the 
1} film which will be made available to all the high schools. 
‘ae University authorities said that the band was the best 
P| | behaved and the best dressed on the field, a compliment that 
should please the Boosters’ club, and they also promised to 
invite the band to perform by itself at a game next year. 

In addition they told sponsors who accompanied the girls 
that they were pleased with the entire organization and would 
award scholarships to some of the girls who might attend the 
university's college of music, an announcement which reflects 
great credit upon the band, its sponsors, and the town. 
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FINANCING NEW SCHOOLS 


From a preliminary study of the effect the proposed new 
elementary school buildings would have on the tax rate if 
constructed in accordance with recent recommendations of the 
school consultants, Roy E. Hardy proposed a plan to finance 
the buildings which calls for an expenditure of a million dollars 
over a period of 16 years, beginning in 1950. 
hott The study presented by the chairman of the board of 
selectmen and assessors is based upon an aggregate of 24 

class rooms costing approximately $960,000. 
Several things stand out in the report. One is that it will 
cost about $40,000 a room to build a school. At first glance 
i this seems high, but in arriving at that figure several other 
j things are included. 

For the central elementary school there must be a special 
class room for retarded pupils, a multi-purpose room for music, 
ak orchestra, arts and crafts, remedial reading, and speech clinic; 

two kindergarten rooms; administrative offices, a lunch room, 

assembly hall, playroom for bad weather, and equipment. All 

are included in the cost of the building and the total is divided 
/ eat by the number of class rooms in arriving at the $40,000 per 
Th a room. 

Resources which the town can use in addition to its borrowing 
capacity include two very substantial sums, a $90,000 post-war 
rehabilitation fund, and free cash of $125,000, items indicat- 
ing the excellent financial condition of the town. 

Also in the picture is state aid which is available at present 
in the amount of 21 percent of the construction cost. Mr. 
Hardy conservatively took only 20 percent in making his 
estimates. 

In a rough analysis of the financing of three schools, a 12- 
room in the center to be built in 1951, a 6-room in West 
Parish to be built in 1953 and a 6-room to be built in 1955 at 
a point to be designated later, he spreads the cost over a 
period of 16 years with a total tax expenditure of $655,212, 
or $2.06 on our present tax base. 

He goes on to say that the state contributes about 50 cents 
a year out of money at hand. Thus, he says, the average cost 
will be $3.21 per thousand. He adds that quite a play can be 
made with his figures. 

School officials think that the present average operating 
cost per pupil will not increase. In fact the 1950 budget of the 
school department will show a slight decrease. 
| { The expected addition of 400 pupils may raise the operating 
costs as much as $80,000 a year, or about $4 on the tax rate. 
An increased tax base wil take care of a substantial part of 
that figure, but he believes there will be a considerable lag in 
receipts; that is, the school budget will increase faster than 
the growth in the town’s assessed valuation. This regardless 
of any building, may add $1 to our tax rate for several years.

The German Democratic Re- 
public born full-fledged by Rus- 
sian edict through pliable Ger- 
mans is claimed as the all-German 
government, ‘free, sovereign and 
independent.’”’ At Russia’s instruc- 
tion it will demand all the things 
that Germans want, German unity, 


a peace treaty, the end of indus-| 


trial dismantling and the exit of 
all occupation troops. 


The German Federal Republic 
of Western Germany is designed 
also to be the government of all 
Germans. But its task will be 
harder since it will not have the 
ardent nationalism of the Hastern 
zone. Each government will ap- 
peal to the Germans outside its 
jurisdiction, offering unity and 
nationalism. The Russians will see 
to it that if words mean anything 
then the Eastern Germans can 
offer more attractions. The cold 
war between Hast and West thus 
enters a new phase, with re- 
doubled vigor. But now the Ger- 
mans themselves will be a vigorous 
factor in the struggle. 


France Must Support Western 
Germany 


The French are mortally afraid 
of a revived industrial Germany 
capable of waging war again, or 
of fighting on Russia’s side. They 
have the memories of two brutal 
invasions within twenty-five years. 
And they have no faith in German 
democracy. But their fears must 
not blind them to the other dan- 
ger. For our part, we should appre- 
ciate the French suspicion of a 
strong Germany. That nation has 
not yet demonstrated its ability, 
or even a real desire, to accept the 
obligations and the reasonableness 
of democratic ways. Our job is to 
remove the causes of French fears, 
and to convince Western Germans 
that.we are ready to support them. 


These two tasks will not be easy. 
French cabinets rise and fall with 
disquieting regularity. The French 
slogan in international politics al- 
most seems to be: Hold on, don’t 
change. Any change may be for the 
worse. If Western Germany is to 
be effective, if it is to show appre- 
ciation for Western efforts, if it 
is to have a chance of getting all 
Germans to support it, then the 
French must face the practical 
facts of modern political life. 
There cannot be a firm and consis- 
tent policy without stable French 
support. 


Russia Wants to Discredit 
Adenauer 


The Bonn Government of West- 
ern Germany is a better one than 
it might have been. It is very 
probably the best we are likely to 
get. Chancellor Adenauer is Euro- 
pean in outlook and he wants re- 
conciliation with Europe. But his 
position will depend upon his abil- 
ity ‘to win concessions from the 
Allies. If he should go, then ex- 
tremists of the right or left are 
almost certain to replace him. 
Adenauer is already conscious of 
the pressures to which he will be 
increasingly subjected by his own 
people. He may feel obliged to 
make more demands than he wants 
to. Because he knows that from 
across the border to the east will 
come an incessant barrage of prop- 
aganda extolling the advantages 
of the German Democratic Repub- 
lic. 

And the Russians are going to 
make it as tough for him as they 
know how. It’s a good bet that 
from now on Eastern Germany will 
be better treated than other Rus- 
sian satellite countries. They will 
be governed entirely by Germans, 
encouraged to rebuild their indus- 


tries, and have their own police; 


force dressed in the uniforms the 
Germans find irresistible. There 
are already 250,000 strong-arm 
bully boys ready to run the show. 
This is a repeat performance of 
Hitler. Make the Germans feel im- 
portant when they are down and 
out. 

These tatics we'd better appre- 
ciate very soon. That means that 
not only must we determine very 
definitely what our policy is to be 
in Western Germany. We've got to 
be extremely smart in carrying 
out that policy. 

At present the German Federal 
Republic of the West can be repre: 
sented by the Russians as a gec- 
tional government. Its functions 
are limited to domestic affairs; it 
is subject to ultimate control by 
the Western powers. Thus the 
pressure will come from Hastern 
Germany, claiming as its duty the 
unifying of all Germans under a 
“free, independent” government.

Few Germans who have watched 
events recently can doubt that the 
west is honest in its efforts to 
bring them into the European 
community of nations. They sure- 
ly must know that what Russia 
Says and what she does are fre- 
quently quite different, They must 
have the sense to know that there 
is a vast difference between the 
supervisory control of Western 


. Powers and the brutality and in- 


humanity of the ‘Soviet police 
state. But honeyed words of prop- 
aganda will come from the mouths 
of Hastern Germans, words of open 
invitation to all German nation- 
alists to join together. 


Our Task is Patience and Wisdom 

Western Germany will have to 
ask for concessions to counteract 
this. And unless we are ready to 
recognize this and are willing to 
be patient and far-seeing, then 
friction may develop between 
western Germany and the Western 
Powers. That is precisely and de- 
liberately the purpose of Russia. 
That is the trap laid for us. The 
United States has seen it. But our 
people may sometimes criticise our 
official policy as being too lenient 
or playing into the hands of the 
Germans. We must never forget 
that Western Germany and the 
Western Powers must work to- 
gether. Else we move backwards— 
and Russia moves that much for- 
ward.

Christmas packages for distant 
states should be mailed by Dec. 
5, he declared. All Yuletide par- 
cel post should be on its way by 
December 10. 

Christmas cards to friends and 
loved ones in other States should 
be deposited by Dec. 15. Greetings 
for-local delivery should click 
through the stamp cancellation 
machines at least a week before 
Christmas. 

Preparations to handle this 
Yuletide rush have already begun. 
The post office is training extra 
mail clerks and carriers, setting 
up new sorting tables, hauling out 
reserve mail sacks, and overhaul- 
ing delivery trucks. Thousands of 
bright new postage stamps are on 
hand, and the post office pens are 
‘all getting new points. 

To keep Christmas mail on 
schedule, the postmaster asks that 
you— 

Stop at the post office next week 
to purchase the extra stamps 
you’re going to need, thus’ avoid- 
ing last-minute crowds. When 
buying stamps for Christmas cards 
bear in mind the desirability of 
sending the cards as first class 
mail; also the fact that the rate 
for unsealed cards has been in- 
creased from 114c to 2c each. 

Check and revise your Christ- 
mas card address list this week- 
end. Purchase your Christmas 
cards early and address and stamp 
them at once. Then stack them in 
a convenient. place for mailing at 
the proper time.
